Text: Proverbs 23:23, “Buy the truth, 
and sell it not; also wisdom, and instruc- 
tion, and understanding.” 

For sometime I have felt greatly im- 
pressed to write on this important sub- 
ject, one that I take to be worth our con- 
sideration, especially in these last days 
when so many people are selling out to 
the devil. 

You may say as did Pilate to Jesus, 
“What is truth, and how may we buy it?” 
When Pilate, in St. John 18:38, asked Je- 
sus to tell him what the truth was, He 
made him no reply. In St. John 14:6, we 
hear Him say to Thomas, “I am the way, 
the truth, and the life: no man cometh 


‘unto the Father, but by me.” Also in St. 


John 8:32 He said, ““And ye shall know 
the truth and the truth shall make you 
free.” Surely it is possible that we can 
know the truth and be made free. Free 
from what? Free from sin and condemna- 
tion. Romans 8:1, 2, ‘There is therefore 
now no condemnation to them which are 
in Christ Jesus, who walk not after the 
flesh, but after the Spirit. For the law 
of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus hath 
made me free from the law of sin and 
death.” Romans 6:1, 2, ““What shall we 
say then? Shall we continue in sin, that 
grace may abound? God forbid. How 
shall we that are dead to sin, live any 
longer therein?” 


You may say, “Yes, but I thought sal- 
vation was free,” or, “Jesus paid the debt 
on the cross.” He did pay the debt on the 
cross; that made possible our purchase. 

The price. Romans 12:1, 2, “I beseech 
you therefore, brethren, by the mercies of 
God, that ye present your bodies a living 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God, 
which is your reasonable service: And be 
not conformed to this world: but be ye 
transformed by the renewing of your 
mind, that ye may prove what is that 
good, and acceptable, and perfect, will 
of God.”

That is the trouble with so 
many people today, they want to be like 
the world, dress like the world, talk like 
the world, flirt with the world, and go 
to places of worldly amusement. They 
try to hold on to the Lord with one hand 
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and the world with the other. 


1 John 2:15, 16 says, “Love not the 
world, neither the things that are in the 
world. If any man love the world, the 
love of the Father is not in him. For all 
that is in the world, the lust of the flesh, 
and the lust of the eyes, and the pride of 
life, is not of the Father, but is of the 
world.” “Transform” means to change 
the shape or convert or change the char- 
acter of. In these days of apostasy there 
seems to be the need of a great transfor- 
mation among the nations as well as 
among individuals. In Matthew 5:14, Je- 
sus said, “Ye are the light of the world. 
A city that is set on a hill cannot be hid.” 
In the 16th verse of Matthew, He says 
to let your light so shine before men that 
they may see your good works, and glo-

rify your Father which is in heaven. Yes, 
the thing we should do is to let our lights 
shine, not try to make them shine, but 
just live the life and let them shine, ap- 
pear different from the world in conver- 
sation, deed and action. Jesus said to fol- 
low Him, who did no sin, neither was 
guile found in His mouth. 1 Peter 2:22. 


To live different from the world in ap- 
pearance and character, of course, will 
bring persecutions, but Paul said if we 
suffer, (with Christ), we shall also reign 
with Him. If we deny Him, He also will 
deny us. 2 Timothy 2:12. Can we afford 
to deny Him? 

Paul says in 1 Timothy 4:1, “Now the 
Spirit speaketh expressly, that in the latter 
times some shall depart from the faith, 
giving heed to seducing spirits, and doc- 
trines of devils.” And in Galatians 5:7 he 
said, “Ye did run well; who did hinder 


you that you should not obey the 
truth?” So we are made to realize that 
some are going to sell out. 

The first character we bring on the 
scene is Esau. Read Genesis 25:29, 34. 
Hebrews 12:16, 17. This man sold his 
birthright for only one morsel of meat, 
but before he died he seemed to realize 
what the blessing would mean to him, and 
began to seek for a place of repentance 
but found none, though he sought it 
carefully with tears. 

In the 16th chapter of Judges we read 
about the strong man Samson, who had 
such strength that he did many great 
things. He was bound with new ropes, 
etc., but would break loose. Samson 
seemed to have married the wrong wom- 
an, like lots of men do, and got into 
trouble. She set out to entice him, to find 
out where his great strength lay. After 
she had tried different ways to find out, 
he finally told her the secret. The secret 
was in his hair, which was long, and if 
his head was shaven he would then be as 
any other man. So one day while he was 
sleeping with his head in Delilah’s (his 
wife’s) lap, she called a man in and had 
him to shave off his hair. When Samson 
awoke he thought that he would shake 
himself as usual, but to his surprise his 
strength or power was gone. We should 
be careful lest we, too, get over on the 
devil’s territory, and lose our power with 
God. We can’t partake of the world and 
serve the Lord too. 


Poor old Judas sold out for only thirty 
pieces of silver. Matthew 26:14, 15. We 
often criticize Judas for selling the Lord 
so cheap, but, brother, there are thou- 
sands today selling Him for less than 
that. Some are selling out for money 
while others are selling out for lust, pride, 
automobiles, property, and immodest ap- 
parel, yes, worldly pleasure, etc. May the 
Lord pity those who are selling out be- 
cause of little trials and persecutions, 
which are only common to man. In the 
Sth chapter of Acts we read about a man 
and his wife yielding to a very small 
temptation. When they had sold a pos- 
session they kept back part of the money 
and brought a part of it and laid it down 
at the apostles’ feet. Peter perceived that 
the man was lying, and said, ““Why hath 
Satan filled thine heart to lie to the Holy 
Ghost?” It was his own to do as he pleased 
with, but after lying to the Holy Ghost 
he fell dead and gave up the ghost. His 
wife also being guilty did likewise. 


Now in conclusion may I admonish one 
and all to be faithful and endure unto the 
end, for the same shall be saved. 





Truth will make us free if we accept 
and obey it, and it will bind us if we fail 
to do so. 
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THE great question with the public man, 
and especially those confronted with 
speech-making, has constantly been, What shall I say and how 
shall I say it?

his son in the gospel, Timothy, 
and for this reason insisted that 
Timothy should know just what 
he was to speak on when he spoke, 
and also to be able to satisfy the 
inquiring mind with the good, 
wholesome truth of the gospel. 
For this reason he gave the in- 
junction, “Study to shew thyself 
approved unto God, a workman

that needeth not to be ashamed, steps. 

rightly dividing the word of 

truth.” Paul well knew that 

when Timothy, as any other _ Poniamin West 


speaker does, got up to speak he 
would say something and for this 
reason it was necessary that he 
should know just exactly the 
right thing to say. The man who 
is giving forth the message of sal- 
vation is dealing with the all-important message and the ob- 
ject of this message being the souls of men, being also very 
important, it requires especially that everything that is to be 
said should be sound and worth while. For this reason the 16th 
verse follows, “But shun profane and vain babblings: for they 
will increase unto more ungodliness.” These scriptures teach 
us that it is necesasry for the man of God to be thoroughly 
equipped with a knowledge of what to say as well as to be 
thoroughly on his guard as to what not to say. However, to 
fill the mind with wholesome knowledge will help to crowd 
out those things which will not be of value. 


After Paul had written his first lengthy epistle of six chap- 
ters, he waxed very sentimental and appealing in the 20th and 
21st or last two verses, by saying, “O Timothy, keep that 
which is committed to thy trust avoiding profane and vain 
babblings, and oppositions of science falsely so called: which 
some professing have erred concerning the faith. Grace be with 
thee. Amen.” This was the climax of that which he wanted 
him to know relative to the plan which would bring men from 
death to life. The very fact that Paul was warning Timothy

“We completed our new church March 
23 sufficiently to have services in it. The 
building is 30 by 60. We have just closed 
a two weeks’ revival, with seven saved, 
five sanctified, and five filled with the 
Holy Ghost.—W. H. Compton, pastor. 
(Brother Edd Cox, the Evangelist. )” 

“Our district conventions are coming 
along fine. We have just finished the fifth 
one. The spiritual tide is good. The crowds 
are large, and I believe there is the best 
cooperation I have ever seen. 

“We are not having as large mission 
offerings as some of the other states, but 
we are making some really good increases. 
The Appalachia district, one of our very 
smallest districts, with only three 
churches—gave $31 for missions, com- 
pared with $21 last year. The Richmond 
district, another small one, with three 
churches—gave $53, compared with $21 
last year. Bluefield gave $102.74 com- 
pared to $80 last year—the first district 
ever to reach $100 in Virginia. They 
made the break and now we are going. 
The Roanoke district gave $103 com- 
pared to $60 last year; and the farther 
we go, the better they get. Pulaski dis- 
trict gave $154.28 compared to $51.35 
last year. So you see we are having some 
good gains, almost double that of _ last 
year; and before we finish, we feel quite 
sure that all the districts combined will 
more than double the offerings that we 
had last year. The mission spirit is run- 
ning high for the state convention. We 
can’t tell just now how far we are going, 
but we feel sure that we will at least dou- 
ble that of last year . . . We have had a 
gain of $72.44 per month to send to 
headquarters on tithes alone, over that 
which was sent in last year. We are look- 
ing forward to a great state convention. 
Pray for us and come to see us when you 
can.—W. E. Johnson, state overseer.”

“And if thy right eye 
offend thee, pluck it out, and cast it 
from thee: for it is profitable for thee 
that one of thy members should perish, 
and not that thy whole body should be 
cast into hell. And if thy right hand of- 
fend thee, cut it off, and cast it from 
thee: for it is profitable for thee that one 
of thy members should perish, and not 
that thy whole body should be cast into 
hell.”—A. J. H. 


Answer: \t might be well for those 
who are interested in an explanation of 
these verses, to begin with verse 27 and 
read through verse 32. Verses 29 and 30 
are figurative and are given in answer 
to the question that was asked to show 
that the body should be kept under sub- 
jection and that people should not_give 
vent to carnal appetites or desires. 


For parallel scriptures, let us look, first, 
at Col. 3:5, 6, “Mortify therefore your 
members which are upon the earth; for- 
nication, uncleanness, inordinate affec- 
tion, evil concupiscence, and covetous- 
ness, which is idolatry: For which things’ 
sake the wrath of God cometh on the 
children of disobedience.” The word 
“mortify” means to destroy organic tex- 
ture or functions of; to subdue; to re- 
strain; to reduce, or to bring into sub- 
jection by abstinence or rigorous severity. 
Second, Rom. 8:13, “For if ye live after 
the flesh, ye shall die: but if ye through 
the Spirit do mortify the deeds of the 
body, ye shall live.” It is clearly set forth 
by the Word of God that in order for 
us to have spiritual life, the deeds of the 
body must be mortified, subdued or slain. 

Question: Will the sanctified people go 
in the rapture? Please give scripture.—P. 
H. D 

Answer: There are two places in scrip- 
ture that we are told specifically who 
will go in the rapture. In 1 Thess. 4:15- 
18, “For this we say unto you by the 
word of the Lord that we which are alive 
and remain unto the coming of the Lord 
shall not prevent them which are asleep. 
For the Lord himself shall descend from 
heaven with a shout, with the voice of the 
archangel, and with the trump of God: 
and the dead in Christ shall rise first: 
Then we which are alive and remain shall 
be caught up together with them in the 
clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: and 
so shall we ever be with the Lord. Where- 
fore comfort one another with these 
words.” It is evident that it will take no 
more for those who are alive to go in the 
rapture than for those who are dead. If 
the dead in Christ shall rise, then those 
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who are alive (in Christ) will be caught 
up with them. The Apostle Paul says 
these words should be comforting. 
The second scripture is found in 1 Cor. 
15:22, 23, “For as in Adam all die, even 
so in Christ shall all be made alive. But 
every man in his own order: Christ the 


firstfruits; afterward- they that are 
Christ’s at his coming.” In this scripture 
we see that Christ was the firstfruits of 
the resurrection and afterward, that is, 
in the resurrection or the rapture, they 
that are Christ’s. From these scriptures it 
seems to me that all who are Christ’s will 
go in the rapture. Of course, sanctified 
people are in Christ. 

Question: Will you give me the Bible 
answer to these questions: What day was 
Christ put to death? What day was He 
buried? How long was He in the grave? 
What day did He arise from the grave? 
—S. L. B. 


Answer: It is set forth by the Catholic 
church that Christ was crucified on Fri- 
day and rose from the dead Sunday morn- 
ing. Through these many years this has 
been taken for granted and yet there has 
been a big question mark in the minds 
of many people as to how Christ could 
be, as Jonah, three days and three nights 
in the heart of the earth. Perhaps this 
has hinged on the statement that the time 
of Christ’s crucifixion was the prepara- 
tion for the Sabbath, which led people to 
believe that it was Friday. What saith the 
Scripture? Let us look. Matt. 28:1 says, 
“In the end of the sabbath, as it began to 
dawn toward the first day of the week, 
came Mary Magdalene and _ the other 
Mary to see the sepulchre. And, behold, 
there was a great earthquake: for the an- 
gel of the Lord descended from heaven, 
and came and rolled back the stone from 
the door, and sat upon it.” The Jewish 
day ended at sundown and, according to 
this scripture, at the end of the Sabbath 
as it began to dawn toward the first day 
of the week, which was evidently about 
six o’clock on Saturday evening. Accord- 
ing to Mark 16:1, when the women came 
the stone had been rolled away and Jesus 
was not in the tomb. The same holds good 
in Luke’s Gospel, 24:1; in John’s Gospel, 
20:1, so it must have been Saturday eve- 
ning that Christ arose from the grave 
since He was not in the tomb early Sun- 
day morning when it was visited. This 
being true, it is simply a mathematical 
problem. 

If Christ was three days and three 
nights in the heart of the earth all we 
have to do is count back three days and 
three nights, thus we have it that Christ 
was crucified on Wednesday and was 
buried Wednesday evening, possibly about 
the same time of day He arose on Satur- 
day. But let us again examine the state- 
ment in John 19:31, “The Jews there-

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WONDERFUL ASSEMBLY HELD IN 
INDIA 


Chengannur P. O., Travancore State, 
South India, March 25, 1941 


Beloved Saints: 

More than two busy months have 
passed since our last letter to you, the 
most outstanding event during that time 
being our annual assembly Feb. 2-9, in- 
clusive. The pandal (brush arbor) under 
which the assembly met, was made larg- 
er than ever before. All our people looked 
forward to this gathering with great ex- 
pectation because a reception had been 
planned in honor of our home-coming 
from furlough. The crowds usually do not 
gather before the end of the week; how- 
ever, this time they gathered early, from 
far and near. 

At first there seemed to be a bondage in 
the congregation and there was a void of 
the surges of blessing; besides this, the 
public sound system, which we brought 
from America, gave us so much trouble, 
which detracted the attention of the peo- 
ple. The message would sound out for a 
time, then suddenly freeze, causing the 
people to get some mirth out of it, while 
the speakers stood there much embar- 
rassed, so for the time being it was re- 
solved to do without the public speaker. 
However, since the crowds grew, and it 
was impossible for the voices to be heard, 
the instrument was tried again. As soon as 
one spoke into the microphone, it again 
stopped. After making several attempts, 
we had to abandon the thing again, and 
the speaker was forced to speak as loud- 
ly as he could. Truly the forces of dark- 
ness were arrayed in fierce battle against 
us that night. We were burdened in 
prayer for the one who was giving the 
message and for lost souls in the audience. 
When victory came, surges of shouts and 
praises burst forth from the saints; the 
spectators looked on in silence and with 
awe as messages of appeal and warning in 
demonstration of the Spirit went forth. 
Many hands went up in response to the 
call. 


Sister Case was especially burdened for 
lost souls and suddenly she arose in the 
power of the Spirie and went up the aisle 
that separated the men from the women, 
toward the back of the pandal, pleading 
with outstretched hands for souls to turn 
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to God. Then she came back and fell at 
the altar (the edge of the platform) in 
earnest intercession. Later we learned that 
she had had-a vision of hell and she saw 
that those at the back and one side of the 
pandal were tumbling into it. This was 
so real to her that it made her more earn- 
est in interceding and pleading with souls. 

On Saturday night the crowd was even 
greater (about 10,000) and as they 
thought they had discovered the failure 
in the loud speaker, it was tried again, 
but again, to our dismay, it stalled. After 
trying the instrument several times with 
failure and great embarrassment, it was 
reluctantly set aside and we intended to 
go on with the service the best we could. 
However, this night the visitors were dis- 
quieted and raised objections, crying, “We 
cannot hear,” even though the speaker 
was speaking at the top of his voice. We 
again set ourselves to prayer while they 
were singing. “Oh God,” we cried, 
“glorify Thy name this hour.” Praise God, 
the answer came. The Lord gave wisdom 
as to just how to adjust the microphone 
and thus the message went forth. It was 
then that a great silence came over the 
people; of course it is always that way 
when God does something extraordinary. 
They seemed to be spellbound as word 
after word was amplified. It seemed as 
though the voice was coming from heav- 
en. From that time forward we used the 
speaker until the end of the assembly. Let 
His name be praised! 

How attentive the crowd was and, in 
fact, some shed tears and now and then 
an expression of gratitude would be made 
by a volume of voices praising God. As 
Brother Cook related our experience of 
God’s wonderful and eventful leadings, 
from the time of our departure from In- 
dia until our return, the saints hands were 
strengthened for the good work. Neh. 
2:18-20. 

Thursday afternoon, in the women’s 
meeting, I had the women workers and 
the wives of workers stand up and intro- 
duced them, giving a brief description of 
what they are doing in the work of the 
Church of God. Most of them are from 
our Bible school. Praise God for the way 
they are being used in His service. When 
the invitation was given for those who 
wished to dedicate themselves for the 
service of the Lord, several arose. One of 


these was a young woman brought up in 
Sunday school at headquarters, and has 
been a teacher in the school for several 
years. She has also been in our Bible 
school. How earnestly she prayed for some 
way to open for her to get into the Lord’s 
work. Not long after this, the way opened 
for her, praise the Lord. 

Another young woman, the daughter 
of one of our evangelists, who has had 
some training in English, wants to do 
the Lord’s work and is looking forward 
to an opening. There are others in train- 
ing in our Bible school who have calls 
and we look forward to a time of refresh- 
ing as we minister by teaching in the 
school, which is to start about the first of 
June and is to continue for six months. 

In our missionary meeting Friday after- 
noon at the assembly, we had talks by 
different workers from various fields. 
Brother Abraham, one of our Bible school 
students, who represented the Telegu 
field, told of the progress of the work 
there. At Cuddapah, in this field, a 
church has been started with Brother 
Doss in charge. This is a new and a good 
field, which needs prayer. Just lately we 
arranged a marriage for Brother Abraham 
with a young woman who knows the 
Telegu language, has worked in this field 
and we believe is a consecrated worker. 


Brother Kurevilla, representing the 
Tamil field, who is also a B. T. S. for- 
mer student, told of the great opportuni- 
ties in that field. He has been stationed in 
the large town of Srivallapatur, in the 
vicinity of which there are twenty vil- 
lages, in each of which we have from 
three to forty members. At Mangudi we 
have a fine church, the believers there 
having given a third of the cost and the 
Church of God the rest. Just before 
Kurevilla left, they had a monthly meet- 
ing in this church and about one hundred 
gathered from the district and more than 
eighty believers took part in the Lord’s 
Supper. Brother Kurevilla has a burden 
for souls and for spreading the message 
of the full gospel. On Jan. 1, 1941, he 
made a resolution that he would go, if 
the Lord wills, to Ceylon, Rangoon, 
Singapore or Burmah or anywhere to 
spread the gospel. 

Sunday morning, the last day of the 
convention, fifty obeyed the Lord in

000. There are 13,000,000 Negroes in 
America. 7,000,000 of them are un- 
churched. There are 350,000 Jews in Chi- 
cago. Not more than 250 of them are 
known to be Christians. There are 27,- 
000,000 children in the land who are 
unevangelized. ONLY EIGHT PER 
CENT OF THE PEOPLE OF OUR NA- 
TION ATTEND CHURCH SERVICES 
ON SUNDAY MORNINGS AND ON- 
LY ABOUT TWO PER CENT AT- 
TEND CHURCH SERVICES ON SUN- 
DAY NIGHTS. About forty per cent of 
the American people have their names on 
church rosters but only twenty-nine per 
cent EVER ATTEND CHURCH AT 
ALL.” Jack Benny is estimated to enter- 
tain 25,000,000 people each Sunday 
evening. His program is broadcast at the 
hour when the average person would at- 
tend church services if they intended to 
go at all. INDIFFERENCE! UNCON- 
CERN! “THE LOVE OF MANY 
WAXING COLD.” 


INS reports the following: “An ink 
that is invisible unless exposed to ultra- 
violet rays has been developed to provide 
a “foolproof” identification service and 
system for American defense workers. Ink 
marks stamped on an employee’s forehead 
or hand are nontransferable, perspiration 
proof, and resist washing and ordinary 
wear.” Is this a very significant step to- 
ward the “mark of the beast”? Remem- 
ber, he will cause all, both small and 


great to receive a mark in their right hand 
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or in their foreheads.” 


“We could have peace at the price of 
submission to Hitler’s will; at the price 
of accepting a puppet Fuehrer in our 
country. We could have peace at the price 
of putting our churches under the heel of 
Hitler and our children into the hands of 
Goebbels for education in the creed of 
Satan.

No American 
worker needs to be reminded what is at 
stake for labor in the present world crisis. 
Everything is at stake. The right to think 
and act and speak as free men; the right 
to bargain collectively; THE RIGHT TO 
WORSHIP AS WE CHOOSE; the right 
to have a voice and a vote in determin- 
ing our own destiny.” Well spoken, Mr. 
Hillman. This gentleman has long been 
an able leader of labor in the United 
States. He sees the issue clearly. These la- 
bor troubles are mentioned, you will re- 
call, in the Sth chapter of the Epistle of 
James. 


By NEA Service—Konnersreuth, Ger- 
many.—Although it has been _twelve 
years since the “miracle of the stigmata” 
first revealed itself in the person of 
Therese Neumann, nothing has been 
found to shake the faith of thousands of 
visitors, that they have seen the “passion 
of Christ” reflected before their very 
eyes.

That 
was arranged for 1900 years ago. It is 
just another of those many things that 
are happening today that shakes the faith 
of people in the true and living God.

The good book doesn’t say bust, beat, 
snatch, or drag them up, but bring them 
up (come and carry). 

Be patient, persevering; parents, keep 
on keeping on. I want to say that over. 
Be patient! Parents, keep on keeping on 
till God is instilled in their hearts. The 
devil himself leads and takes personal 
command, with his most powerful de- 
mons against a family altar. 

If we can not see the importance of a 
family altar, we are like the little girl 
with such a cold she couldn’t smell. She 
said her nose was deaf. If we don’t see 
danger for our children I think our eyes 
are deaf. 

God’s fury will be poured out on fam- 
ilies that call not on God. Jer. 10:25. An 
old man was puzzling others by showing 
a big cucumber in a bottle with a small 
neck. The secret was he slipped the bot- 
tle over the bud, causing the cucumber 
to grow in the bottle. 

Listen! Father, mother, the devil has 
plenty of bottles and he is awake twenty- 
four hours every day looking for the op- 
portunity to bottle up your child and seal 
him in for ETERNAL DAMNATION! 

I don’t mean that we must confine our 
children to some narrow room and ex- 
pect them to sit in silence with a pious 
look, there to go back and to like a shut- 
tle in a loom. Such treatment is likely to 
disgust them and cause ruin by reac- 
tion. Proper training will teach them to 
take care of themselves; yes, to stand on 
their own feet. They will make some mis- 
takes but from these will come their wis- 
dom. 

A farmer can expect his crop to spring 
up and grow without breaking his land, 
fertilizing, cultivating, or planting, as 
much as parents can expect their children 
to come up right without special and con- 
tinual effort. 

In conclusion allow me to say, may 
God bless all fathers and mothers and 
help them in the greatest task ever as- 
signed to man; namely, training up chil- 
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dren, especially in these last days.

fore, because it was the preparation, that 
the bodies should not remain upon the 
cross on the sabbath day, (for that sab- 
bath was an high day,) besought Pilate 
that their legs might be broken, and that 
they might be taken away.” So the same 
scripture that tells that the next day was 
the sabbath, tells also that that Sabbath 
was a high day, which means that it was 
not an ordinary Sabbath but it was one 
of the ceremonial Sabbaths of the Pass- 
over Feast, which set it apart as a separ- 
ate and distinct Sabbath from the others, 
These ceremonial Sabbaths could come 
on any day of the week, not necessarily 
on the seventh. So it is plain to us and to 
many Bible scholars that Christ was cru- 
cified on Wednesday, placed in the tomb 
late Wednesday evening and arose from 
the grave on Saturday evening at the 
dawn of the first day of the week.
